For the paat few years attentton haa 
been directed to the re-orfanln»tlon of 
the Law Faculty at Mcaui, with a 
view to inereaslni Its efficiency. Con- 
tinued efforts In this direction were 
brought to what has every appearance 
of belnj; a most satisfactory conclu- 
sion when at a meeting of the Uni- 
versity Corporation yesterday after- 
noun the proposals of the commission 
In charge of the re-organization re- 
ceived the necessary sanction of the 
authorities. Under the new arrange- 
ments, which win come Into force with 
the commencement of the next ses- 
sion McQlll ,wiU undoubtedly be 
equipped with the Jlmst Imw School 
In the Dominion. 

Unlike the English Universities, Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, which have only 
the B.A. degree obtainable through 
the channels of a course of Philo- 
sophy, Tlieology or Law, as the case 
may be, McQill has at present no 
general course In broad legal prin- 
ciples. In view of the fact that a 
great many men, who 'have no Inten- 
tion of entering the legal profession, 
but who realises the value of a gen-*. 
cral knowledge of Jurisprudence, are 
under the past systçni deprived of 
any opportunity of obtaining such a 
training. 

Therefore with the Idea of provid- 
ing a broad education In legal prin- 
ciples a commltteo has, after careful 
consideration, arranged for the com- 
bining of an Arts course with the 
study of general legal principles, and 
as much of the more special branches 
of law as can be Included In such a 
course. 

The new degree, L)UB., Is pbtalnable 
aZ(Sr"two''yearB'' study in the straight 
Arts course and a subsequent two 
years of the general principles of 
Jurisprudence. The resul^ of such a 
course will' be to provide the student 
with the elements of an Arts educa- 
tion and at the same time a general 
acquaintance with Jurisprudence as 
common to the Dominion as well as 
some knowledge of the more particu- 
lar branches of legal study. This 
course, therefore, affords an excellent 
opportunity for the man who, though 
having no intention of entering the 
legal profession, realises the value of 
a training In jurisprudence, f

By combining' the courses for the 
degrees of LLB. ^d B.C.L. a stu- 
dent can In seven years ^including one 
year — the last — which is entirely giv- 
en over to work In a lawyer's office), 
qualify to practice. Under the old 
system, efficiency was to a consider- 
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able extent sacrificed owing to the 
fact that the student spent a great 
part of three years of his course In 
office work. With the new system In 
vogue a man will, on obtaining his 
LL.B., be qualified to enter the sec- 
ond year of the B.C.L. course. Prior 
to his entrance to study for the lat- 
ter degree he will have no time to 
do any office worH, his tin^e being 
fully occupied with lectures. But dur- 
ing the two subsequent years at the 
University he will, iiaving already In 
connection with the LL.B, course dis- 
posed of several of the subjects es- 
sential to the B.C.L. course, have fewer 
lectures, and therefore ample time to 
attend to office work. Tlierofore dur- 
ing these last -two years, in addition 
to his work at the University, and 
during one complete year subsequent 
to the completion of his studies, he 
win dispose of his office requirements. 
Obviously this new system will Im- 
measurably increase the efficiency of 
the graduate, and the fact that he is 
obliged to s^nd one year in office 
work after the completion ot his Uni- 
versity work, should undoubtedly very 
considerably raise the standard.

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Elsewhere in to-day's issue of the Daily appears an article 
dealing with the re-organization of the McOill Law Faculty, as 
recently completed. 

The need for a course in the general principles of jurisprudence 
has been long realized, and now with the institution of the LL.B. 
degree, the long felt deficiency has apparently been made up. This 
opens up the possibility of securing a general acquaintance with 
common law to the, man who, though he has no desire to enter the 
legal profession, pereeives nevertheless the value of this knowledge 
in his chosen business or profession. 

By combining the courses for LL.B. and B.C.L., a double 
course, extending over qix years at the University, and one sub 
sequent year, prior to practising, in fulfilling office requirements, 
has been evolved, which in matter of efficiency is incomparably 
superior to the old B.C.L. three years' course. 

The three years' course leading to the degree of B.C.L. will 
still exist as formerly, being open to those students who have ma 
triculated and been admitted to the study of law. 

The details of the re-organization, as they appear eltewbere in 
this issue, certainly have the appearance of being very compre^ 
hensive^ and reflect the careful consideration with which the vari- 
ous revisions and modifications included in the new system were 
carried out. According to those who are in a position to make com- 
parisons, the re-organized Faculty of Law of McOill University 
will supersede in efficiency any other school of legal training in 
the Dominion.

Tilc elections which are to take place to-day have aroused more 
interest than has been the case for some years past, and it seems 
that dose contests for all the major dubs and societies are assured. 
In the past, however, it has frequently been found that while the 
Btudents have shown considerable activity in the days preceding the 
elections, for some unknown reason, they were backward in appear- 
ing at the polls to cast their votes.

There is nothing more sickening to the right 
kind of man, and, let us say, nothing more common at this Univer- 
sity, than to hear someone remark, when urged to exercise his fran- 
chise, "Oh, yes, but I don't know either of the men, and besides, one 
vote either way can't make any difference." Whose fault is it that the 
apeaker does not know the men who have come forward to occupy 
the most important offices in the undergraduate world? Even if he 
previously were ignorant of the characters of these men, what is 
there to prevent him, if he Were truly intereated in the matter, from 
going round amongst hk fellows and finding out just what lort of 
men they are? ^ 

The Daily every year has printed, in a prominent place, the 
biographies and "platforms" of the contestants, in order that the 
laggards might be given no cause for a complaint that their slack- 
ness was owing to an ignorance of the question. If you have no 
other way of making up your mind, fellow-student, read these, and 
decide one way or the other. But be sure to decide, ^nd then to act 
right away upon your decision. 

Let to-day, then, see the Union crowded with voters who have 
some idea of what they are about' and then the men who are elected 
will have the satisfaction of feeling that they are upheld by a ma- 
jority of the student body, instead of a mere portion of it, as haa 
been the case on former occasions. .,;'.w\j'"- -f.iji^-j-vàî;.'

When the new regulation takes ef- 
fect the Law Faculty of McOill will 
provide courses extending over one, 
two, three and four years, each of 
which will lead to a degree in law. 
Each will have its own apecial char- 
acter, and will be designed to meet the 
needs ot a different class of students. 
They may be aummarised as tollowa; 

Tha OiM'Yaar Cauraa. 

The one-year course la a poat-gradu- 
ate course leading to the Master of 
Laws degree (LL.M.). It is open to 
students who hold the degree of B.C.L. 
from McOlU University or its equiva- 
lent, and to graduates of an ap- 
proved law school. Candidates for 
this degree must have pursued for 
one year a course of resident study 
at McGill and must have submitted a 
thesis of conspicuous merit upon a 
subject previously approved by the 
Faculty of Law and by the Committee 
on Graduate Studies, and must have 
passed such examination aa may ba 
prescribed. Application to be ad- 
mitted to this couraa must be lodged 
not later than the 1st ot February In 
the year before the candidate pro- 
ceeds to the degree. The principal 
feature wlâ, no doubt, be the thesis. 
The oourae should prove attractive, 
not only to graduatea in law from 
C^adlan Universities, but also to law 
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Tmth to-day'g iaaue the 
Daily will cease regular 
publication for this se»- 
sion. PëasiUy, however, 
one or two q>ecial num- 
bers will be issued before 
college closes.

school graduates from the United 
States, where Interest in the scientific 
study of law has received a great im- 
petus since the publication In 1114 
of Professor Redllch's R,eyort on the 
Case Method In American Law 
Schoc4i. 

Tha Twa- Year Caurea. 

The two-year course is new.. Before 
entering upon his law atudlea the stu- 
dent mast pass two yeara in Arts at 

McOill or elsewhere. The two legal 
yeara will be devoted in about equal 
proportions to educative and technical 
subjects. The first group will In- 
clude: Constitutional law. Jurispru- 
dence, Roman law, legal history, pub- 
lic International law, the law of obli- 
gations in the civil law, and the law 
of contract and tort in the common 
law. The technical branch wlU in- 
clude agency and partnerablp, bills of 
exchange, company law, Insurance 
salea, transportation by sea and land, 
private international law, the admlnta- 
tratlon ot estates. The design la to 
supply a really educative couraa lu le 
gal aubjeota. Many business men re 
gret that they have not bad some 
legal training. It is believed that tha 
two-year course will meet these needs 
in a thoroughly satisfactory way. To 
distingulah It from the older three- 
year course, a hew degree will be cre- 
ated called the Bachelor ot Law de- 
gree (I^) 

Tha Three-Year Oevrae. 

The three-year couraa is the old 
B.C.L. course, which is pursued by 
students who intend to practise law 
in the Province of Quebec. Lately the 
course of study has been duplicated 
so aa to make it available also for 
students who intend to pr9.ctise law 
In other provinces. For some time to 
come, however, such students will 
probably find the two-year course bet- 
ter adapted to their requirementa. 

Tha Paur-Yaar Ceurae> 

Students who have qualified for the 
...L.B. degree will be admitted to the 
iecond year ot the B.C.L. curriculum, 
and may proceed to the B.C.L degree 
after two additional years of legal 
study. This double course will un- 
doubtedly supply the completest legal 
training to be found anywhere oa the 
American continent, not to say any- 
where at all. The student who has 
pursued it faithfully will be thorougli- 
ly grounded in the Roman law, the 
civil law and the common law. No 
Ualveralty in the world often a course 
at once ao comprehensive and so thor- 
ough.. It la Impossible to Imagine a 
better preparation tor practice In this 
province, which mora than anywhSre 
else Is the meeting place ot these 
three univeraal systems ot law. 

This course may atao be taken as an 
alternative avenue to the B.C.L. de- 
gree by students who have matriculat- 
ed Into the University or passed the 
Bar examination for admission to 
study, which is accepted by the Fac- 
ulty aa equivalent to matriculation. 

D.C.L. Deéreee. 

It remains to mention the D.CX. 
degree, tha conditions ot which have 
been completely rcmodeUed. This Is 
available to students who have taken 
the B.C.L. or the LL.M. degree from 
McGill. After five years' delay the 
candidate may proceed to the higher 
degree by submitting a thesis on a 
subject previously approved, or a pub- 
lished work, which thesis or work 
shall be adjudged in either case to be 
"a valuable contribution to' legal sci- 
ence."

Tha Traataes raqolre a-capaMa as- 
sistant oOatieaa far Uie Hampton 
BehooL whieh la sitnated la the bean- 
ttful cUmato of the Santa Crua Moun- 
tains, 8,S0S feet atMve sea level. The 
aoheol la an endowed undenomina- 
tional school for girls, governed by 
Munro and dckensona' Trustees, who 
are partly nominated by the Governor 
and partly elected by the Parochial 
Board of the District. There are 112 
girla In attendance, 108 boarders and 
4 day pupils, both white 'and coloured, 
ranging In age from 9 to 18 years. 

Hlatory, beograpby, Mathematica, 
Latin. French. Chemistry, Botany 
(with practical meaaurementa and na- 
ture atttdy In* Junior tarma). Drawing, 
Mualo (piano, violin, ainglng, claaa 
ainging, harmony). Shorthand and 
Typewriting. 

The buildings are substantial and 
well-ventilated. They include a large 
Assembly Hall, 5 class rooms, small 
library, 2 small science rooms, music 
rooms (detached from main building), 
dormitory and bedroom accommoda- 
tion for the girls, badrooijaa and a ait- 
tingroom for the mlatreaaea. There are 
good Tcrandaha. 

There ar* 84 aorea qt land, includ- 
ing a amaU hockey court, 4 tennis 
courts and a. Badminton court. .The 
roada are good for riding and driving 
and walks may be taken In the early 
mominc an4 afternoon. There la a 
recreation clUb at Malvern, one mile 
distant, which the mtstrcsaea usually 
Join. There are European residents in 
the district who bcAong to the club. 

The school is 26 miles from a railway 
station, and 18 from the nearest sea- 
port, but the Trustees give a travell- 
ing allowance for each mistress.

Each form has its own offlcera chosen 
or elected from the girls — ^Form Pre- 
fect, Games Captain, Librarian, etc. 
The girls enter for the examinations of 
the Oxford and Cambridge Joint Board. 
Most of the schools in Jamaica enter 
for the Cambridge Locals, and now 
that these are greatly modified the 
Trustees may possibly decide to do 
the same in futurf. The girls will en- 
ter for the Senior (or school),- cer- 
tificates, and for the Higher Certifi- 
cate. 

.The assistant mistrepa la required to 
teach Bngliah and Hlatory, There is 
also a vacancy tor a second mistress, 
who is capable ot teaching Biology and 
Chemistry.
